29) 

• Philadelphia plays at NY Red Bulls (Sept. 22) at San Jose (Sept. 25) and Columbus 
(Sept. 29) 

Orange and Blue to Play Final West Coast Match of 2019 

• FC Cincinnati will play their last match on the West Coast this season when they face 
the San Jose Earthquakes on May 4 

• In total, FCC made three trips to the West Coast during the club’s inaugural season... 
the Orange and Blue debuted against Seattle Sounders in the club's inaugural MLS 
match (March 2) and visited Los angeles to take on LAFC (April 13) 

FCC Recall Amaya Ahead of San Jose Clash 

• FC Cincinnati have recalled midfielder Frankie Amaya ahead of this weekend’s match 
at the San Jose Earthquakes 

• The first-year midfielder will immediately be available for selection 

• The Orange and Blue sent Amaya to the USL Championship side on a short-term loan 
on April 17 

• While on loan, Amaya played a combined 83 minutes in two USL Championship 
appearances for Orange County... the midfielder has played a combined 21 minutes in 
two MLS appearances for FC Cincinnati this season. 

Richey Makes Career-High Six Saves 

• In the 2-0 loss to the Philadelphia Union (May 1), Spencer Richey made a career-high 
six saves 

• Richey faced a total of eight shots and finished the night with a 75% save percentage, 
one cross claimed and one punched clearance 

• Prior to the match against Philadelphia, Spencer Richey’s career high was five saves, 
which he tallied in FCC's first-ever match at LAFC (April 13) 

End of First Half Proving Crucial 

• Of all six fifteen-minute intervals in a match, FC Cincinnati has conceded the most - 
six goals - between minutes 31 and 45 

• The Orange and Blue are 0-4-0 when conceding between minutes 31 and 45 in a 
match... conversely, FCC is 2-2-2 when holding the opponent without a goal between 
minutes 31 and 45 in a match 

Bertone, Waston Remain on Caution Watch 

• FC Cincinnati players Leonardo Bertone and Kendall Waston have each been booked 
on four occasions this season... if either player receives an additional yellow card, he 
will receive a one-match suspension for yellow card accumulation 

• However, should either player go three straight games without a caution, the player’s 
season total would be pushed back to three for good behavior 

FCC Tie MLS Single-Match High; Hit Woodwork Three Times 

• FC Cincinnati hit a post or the crossbar a combined three times at New York on April 
27, tying the mark recorded by Houston against San Jose on April 13... Roland Lamah, 
Darren Mattocks and Kendall Waston all hit the woodwork in FCC's one-goal defeat 

• On the year, the Orange and Blue lead all MLS teams and have hit either a post or the 
crossbar seven times through nine matches. 

• Leonardo Bertone and Darren Mattocks lead all FCC players by hitting the woodwork 
twice this season 


Orange and Blue Drop First One-Goal Game 

• FCC’s 1-0 loss at New York on April 27 marked the club’s first match to be determined 
by a one-goal differential 

• Through FC Cincinnati’s first eight matches, the club did not have a single match that 
was determined by a one-goal differential... the Orange and Blue had either won by 
two or more goals, lost by two or more goals or drew in each match 

Tyton, Ledesma Return from Injuries 

• Przemyslaw Tyton and Emmanuel Ledesma made their second starts for the Orange 
and Blue at New York on April 27 after recovering from hamstring injuries 

• Tyton’s only other start come on FCC's season opener at Seattle on March 2... the 
goalkeeper missed five matches (March 10 - April 7) while recovering from a ham¬ 
string tendonitis injury that began during preseason 

• Ledesma started in the 2-0 win at New England Revolution on March 24... Ledesma 
had not been available for selection for FCC's previous four matches because of 

a hamstring injury he picked up in training ahead of the March 30 match against 
Philadelphia... Ledesma made a substitute appearance and played eight minutes at 
Philadelphia on May 1 

Cruz, Powell Make First Substitute Appearances for FCC 

• Allan Cruz and Alvas Powell made their first substitute appearances for the Orange 
and Blue at New York on April 27. 

• Cruz entered the match by replacing Kenny Saief in the 69th minute... prior to Satur¬ 
day’s match, Cruz had started in six of FC Cincinnati's previous seven matches, having 
only missed the match at New England while he was with the Costa Rica national 
team 

• Powell made his first substitute appearance by replacing Justin Hoyte in the 81st min¬ 
ute ... the Jamaican right back has played in each of FC Cincinnati's last two matches 
after not making an appearance in four consecutive contests 

Scoring Drought Continues 

• FC Cincinnati have played 431 minutes since Darren Mattocks recorded the Orange 
and Blue’s most recent goal against Sporting Kansas City on April 7 

• That mark is now the longest scoring drought among all MLS teams this season... 
the New England Revolution went 281 minutes between scoring goals from March 30 
through April 20 

• Hie Orange and Blue’s last goal from open play came in the 65th minute at New 
England on March 24 

Strung Attendance Numbers Follow FCC to MLS 

• Entering MLS Week 10, FC Cincinnati rank third overall in average attendance... the 
Orange and Blue have hosted an average of 27,639 fans through four home matches 

• That figure trails only the attendance averages of Atlanta United FC (49,847) and 
Seattle Sounders FC (37,980), who play in higher capacity venues 

• In addition, FC Cincinnati’s total attendance of 110,556 ranks sixth overall 

• Including both home and away matches, the Orange and Blue have played in front of a 
combined 282,615 fans, most among all MLS teams... Seattle has played in front of a 
combined 246,958 fans, while Atlanta has played in front of a combined 242,320 fans 

Lineup Shuffles Continue 

• Wednesday’s starting lineup included six changes from Head Coach Alan Koch’s 
selection against New York Red Bulls on April 27 

• Darren Mattocks (CF), Allan Cruz (RM), Eric Alexander (CDM), Caleb Stanko (CM), Al¬ 
vas Powell (RB) and Spencer Richey (GK) replaced Emmanuel Ledesma, Kenny Saief, 
Victor Ulloa, Kekuta Manneh, Justin Hoyte and Przemyslaw Tyton 

• Hie only time the Orange and Blue repeated a starting XI was against Atlanta United 
on March 10 and Port-land Hmbers on March 17 
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FCC Complete Longest Trip for Away Game to Date 

• FCC’s March 2 season opener at Seattle was the club’s first-ever competitive match 
in the Pacific time zone and their longest trip for an away game in club history 

• FCC traveled nearly 2,400 miles from Cincinnati to Seattle 

• The Orange and Blue completed their second-longest trip to date at LAFC in mid-April, 
when they traveled nearly 2,200 miles from Cincinnati to Los Angeles 

• Hie club's previous longest trip was approximately 1,120 miles to face Miami FC in the

against Real Salt Lake... he made his season debut when he replaced Victor Ulloa in 
the 77th minute... the midfielder recorded eight total passes with an 87.5% passing 
accuracy 

• Alashe has now made 87 MLS appearances since being drafted by San Jose in 2015... 
he missed much of preseason and part of the early season with a knee ailment 

MLS WORKS Week of Service Concludes 

• In partnership with the Newport Aquarium and WAVE Foundation, more than 6,000 
single-use plastic bags were collected during a plastic bag drive 

• The collected bags will be made into plarn to create reusable bags and sleeping mats 
for area’s homeless community, as well as mats for local pet shelters 

• In addition to the plastic bag drive, FCC staged three community events with team 
members, club staff and fans during MLS WORKS Greener Goals Week of Service: 
a clean-up project at Laurel Park & Playground and the Seven Hills Neighborhood 
Houses playground; home rehabilitation projects in the West End neighborhood of 
Cincinnati and an after-school discussion to make plarn at the Lindner YMCA in the 
West End 

Amaya to Orange County on Short-Term Loan 

• Midfielder Frankie Amaya was sent to Orange County SC on a short-term loan 
following his most recent appearance at LAFC on April 13... per the Right of Recall 
incorporated in the loan agreement, FC Cincinnati retain the right to recall Amaya at 
any point during the MLS regular season 

• The midfielder has played a combined 21 minutes in two appearances for FC Cincin¬ 
nati this season... the Santa Ana, Calif., native made his MLS debut when he replaced 
Victor Ulloa in the 77th minute against Philadelphia on March 30 

Depth on Display for FCC 

• FC Cincinnati are one of five teams to have at least 23 players play at least one min¬ 
ute in a match this season... only the New York Red Bulls (24) and Philadelphia Union 
(24) have had more players see minutes this season 

• Hie Orange and Blue have already had their depth tested when they had five players 
depart for international duty and miss the club’s fourth match of the season at New 
England 

• With the 2019 Concacaf Gold Cup scheduled for June 15 - July 7, FC Cincinnati could 
see a number of their players who have represented Costa Rica, Jamaica and the 
United States depart for a three-match stretch 

Pair of Firsts Highlight Match at LAFC 

• A pair of FC Cincinnati players recorded MLS firsts at LAFC: Justin Hoyte made his MLS

Orange and Dlue Shutout Streak Ends at 312 Minutes 

• FC Cincinnati conceded their first goal in 312 minutes of action against the Philadel¬ 
phia Union on March 30 

• Marco Fabian’s 47th-minute tally was the first goal recorded against FCC since Josef 
Martinez scored in the fifth minute of the March 10 match at Atlanta United FC 

• Prior to the loss, the Orange and Blue recorded consecutive shutout victories against 
Portland on March 17 and at New England on March 24 

• 312 minutes without conceding a goal is currently the third-longest streak recorded 
in MLS this season... LAFC had a streak of 352 consecutive minutes without allowing 
a goal from March 23 through April 13... meanwhile, D.C. United did not concede a goal 
through their first 333 minutes played this season 


Saief to Say an Instant Impact 

• Kenny Saief wasted no time in getting involved in the FC Cincinnati attack 

• In just 17 minutes of his first match with the Orange in Blue, Saief tallied FCC's 
first-ever MLS assist when he recorded the helper on Roland Lamah’s 86th-minute 
goal... the Orange and Blue’s newest addition completed 10-of-12 passes including all 
six passes attempted in Atlanta’s half 

Inaugural Season in MLS Arrives 

• FC Cincinnati opened their first season as an MLS franchise on March 2 when they 
played Seattle Sounders FC at CenturyLink Field 

• That match marked the fourth consecutive season opener away from Nippert Stadium 
for the Orange and Blue... as a USL team, FCC opened each of its three seasons at 
Charleston 

• FCC is now 1-3-0 all-time in season openers... the Orange and Blue went 1-2-0 in season 
openers during their USL days, claiming their first win in an opener in 2018 

• In three USL seasons, FC Cincinnati posted a 51-19-26 record in regular-season matches 

Captain Kendall 

• Head Coach Alan Koch announced FC Cincinnati’s first-ever captain on Feb. 27: 

Kendall Waston 

• The towering center back has significant experience in a leadership role having served 
as captain of the Vancouver Whitecaps in both 2017 and 2018 

• Waston has shown leadership qualities both on the pitch, being named to MLS Best 
XI twice (2015,2017) and the 2016 MLS All-Star roster, as well as off the pitch, he has 
taken fellow Costa Rican Allan Cruz under his wing as he adjusts to a new league, 
culture and language 

• Since making his international debut in 2013, Waston has 30 career caps with the Cos¬ 
ta Rica national team... He made his World Cup debut at the 2018 FIFA World Cup and 
scored Costa Rica’s first goal of the tournament in their group stage match against 
Switzerland on June 27,2018 

Deja vu: Done Starts Inaugural Match... Again 

• Corben Bone made club history when he started Cincinnati’s inaugural MLS match at 
Seattle on March 2 

• With the start, Bone became the only player to start both the club’s inaugural USL and 
MLS matches 

• An FCC original signing in late 2016, Bone started and played 73 minutes in FCC’s 
first-ever MLS match 

• In Cincy’s first-ever USL game, Bone started and played 90 minutes at Charleston on 
March 26,2016. 

• With 73 minutes in the season opener, Bone played more MLS minutes in one night 
than he had combined in 2012 (26), 2013 (3) and 2014 (13) - his last three MLS seasons 

• In his last MLS start prior to March 2 - on Oct. 1,2011 for the Chicago Fire at Houston 
Dynamo - Bone also played 73 minutes... his outing Saturday matched the fourth-lon- 
gest shift of his MLS career, following a full 90-minute run on May 14,2011 (Chicago 

at Toronto) and back-to-back 74-minute shifts at Colorado (April 30,2011) and vs. 
Vancouver (May 7,2011), both as a member of the Fire 

Pacifically Speaking 

• FC Cincinnati played their first-ever competitive match in the Pacific time zone when 
the club traveled to Seattle for the season opener... the club played its second match 
on the West Coast when it played LAFC on April 13 

• As a USL club, the Orange and Blue played a preseason match at Sacramento Republic 
FC on March 4,2017 

• FC Cincinnati is set to play one additional regular-season match in the Pacific time 
zone this season when they travel to play at San Jose (May 4) 

FCC to be Road-Tested Early... 

• FC Cincinnati opens their 2019 MLS regular-season schedule with 10 of their first 16 
matches on the road 

• That stretch includes two sets of back-to-back road matches, as well as three 
consecutive matches on the road in an eight-day span 

• FC Cincinnati concluded their three USL seasons with an all-time regular-season 
away record of 22-13-13

• Hie Orange and Blue will be at Nippert Stadium often during the second half of the 
season 

• Of FCC’s final 18 matches on the schedule, 11 will be played in front of the home crowd 

• FC Cincinnati concluded their three USL seasons with an all-time regular-season 
home record of 29-6-13 

No Slack from the Schedule-Makers 

• FC Cincinnati received no help from the MLS schedule makers with their inaugural 
slate, facing MLS Cup Playoffs qualifiers in nine of its first 10 games 

• Additionally, Cincy will play seven of its first 11 games on the road 

• After starting its MLS chapter in front of nearly 40,000 fans in Seattle, FCC followed 
that match up by travelling to play in front of 70,000+ fans at MLS Cup champions 
Atlanta United FC in Week 2 

• Cincy debuted at home in front of 32,250 fans at Nippert Stadium in Week 3 against 
MLS Cup finalists Portland 

• FCC made the trip to the notoriously tough Gillette Stadium and the New England 
Revolution in Week 4 

• FCC hosted Philadelphia (Week 5) and Sporting Kansas City (Week 6) in back-to-back 
weeks and then traveled to LAFC in Week 7 

• After returning from the West Coast, Cincinnati hosted Real Salt Lake (Week 8), and 
are now in the midst of a three-game, 10-day road trip to New York Red Bulls (Week 
9), Philadelphia (midweek Week 10) and San Jose (Week 10) 

West End Stadium to Come to Life After Zoning Approval 

• Contractors of FC Cincinnati’s future home - West End Stadium - will now formally 
start construction after the Cincinnati City Council unanimously approved a key zon¬ 
ing change on Thursday, Feb. 21 - a key hurdle before actual construction could start 

• The $250+ million, privately funded stadium will seat approximately 26,000 fans and is 
expected to remain on schedule and open on time for its March 2021 target 

• The formal groundbreaking ceremony - which MLS Commissioner Don Garber attend¬ 
ed-was held on Dec. 19, 2018 

• Among the design considerations are 50 suites (most in MLS not in an NFL stadium), 
4,500+ premium seats among a variety of club spaces, and a safe-standing support¬ 
ers section that will rise from field-level to the top of the stadium on one end with 
capacity for more than 3,000 fans 

New Training Digs Also Under Construction 

• In addition to West End Stadium, FCC is also constructing a $30+ million, state-of- 
the-art training facility in Milford, Ohio - about 15 miles from downtown Cincinnati 

• When completed this August, TTie Mercy Health Training Center will feature a 34,000 
square foot facility on 24 acres just off 1-275 

• It will have three full-size, lighted playing fields - two natural grass and one artificial 
turf - plus a separate dedicated goalkeepers area 

• Inside, the Mercy Health Training Center will house the FCC first team and Academy, 
as well as the technical staff, soccer operations and communications staffs, as well 
as members of other FCC departments 

• It will also include a full-time dining facility, team lounge, auditorium and media work 
space, production studio, strength and conditioning gym, medical areas, equipment 
studio and storage, plus locker rooms, staff rooms and meeting spaces - as well as a 
barbershop 

• While the MHTC is under construction, FCC is currently training out of a custom-built, 
8,000 square foot facility on the property that includes the locker room, team lounge, 
equipment suite, medical suite and offices for the coaches and Milford-based staff 

Nippert Also Got Offseason Makeover 

• Nippert Stadium, where FCC will continue to play for the next two seasons while West 
End Stadium is under construction, has also received a makeover this offseason 

• FCC pulled out the three-year-old artificial surface and has laid a new surface from 
Hie Motz Group... the same turf surface is also already installed at the Mercy Health 
Training Center 


• Additionally, Cincy renovated its old locker room to make it a game day suite for vis¬ 
iting teams... at the same time, the club transformed it old team lounge and meeting 
room into its new game day locker room suite 

• The team also created a new Player Family Room and media area off the field level for 
photographers, videographers and postgame press conferences 

• On the field, the team has added another 120 feet of digital display boards at field 
level along the end lines 

• On the concourse, the club will announce shortly several new naming partners for 
entry gates at the stadium 

Construction Costs Matter 

• Between construction and land acquisition for West End Stadium, construction for 
the Mercy Health Training Center and upgrades to Nippert Stadium, FCC has undertak¬ 
en almost $400M in simultaneous construction projects this offseason 

Roster Familiar with the Western Conference 

• Of the 13 players on the roster acquired from other MLS teams - through various 
mechanisms - a total of eight of them last played for a team in the Western Confer¬ 
ence 

• Spencer Richey and Kendall Waston both came from Vancouver... Fanendo Adi and 
Alvas Powell both came from Portland... Roland Lamah and Victor Ulloa both came 
from FC Dallas... Fatai Alashe came from San Jose Earthquakes... Eric Alexander 
came from the Houston Dynamo 

• Additionally, several players have extensive prior playing time in the West despite 
coming most recently from Eastern teams... Darren Mattocks played for both Van¬ 
couver and Portland... Kekuta Manneh also played several years in Vancouver 

Walker Joins FCC Staff as Director of Sports Performance 

• FC Cincinnati bolstered their technical staff with the addition of Director of Sports 
Performance Gary Walker 

• At FCC, Walker will oversee all aspects of the club’s health and wellness initiatives, 
including athletic training, nutrition, strength and conditioning and physical therapy 
... he will also oversee the club's medical relationship with Mercy Health, working in 
tandem with Chief Medical Officer Dr. Matthew Busam 

• Walker arrives in Cincinnati after an 11-year tenure with Manchester United, where he 
began in 2008 as the club's lead sports scientist and strength and conditioning coach 
under manager Sir Alex Ferguson 

FCC Foundation Already Taking Shape 

• FC Cincinnati made club history on Dec. 5,2018 when the club announced the start of 
the FC Cincinnati Foundation 

• Hie FC Cincinnati Foundation was established to support transformational change for 
Cincinnati-area children, impacting positive differences in children in underserved 
communities with programing that centers on character development, physical and 
mental well-being and community service 

• In the following months, the FC Cincinnati Foundation established its Charitable 
Action platform in January and introduced its Board of Directors in February
